“| Index In Canada 


Up Nearly Point,

OTTAWA, Aug. 1—The cost of 
living index in Canada surged up 
nearly another point during July, 
it was learned reliably here. The 
official index reading will not be 
issued for a day or two, 


Indicating the most powerful in- 
flationary pressures have develop- 
ed on the price ceiling, the cost of 
living rise will also create the 
prospect of a general increase in 
cost of living bonuses to Canadian 
wage-earners. 

The living cost rise in July, it is 
believed will be due to food prices 
getting out of line. This was the 
cause of a rise in June of six- 
tenths of a point, the heaviest in- 
crease in one month since the 
ceiling was established in Decem- 
ber, 1941. The latest reading of 
the cost of living index showed that 
on June 1 it stood at 116.7 which 
was 15.8 per cent. above the August, 
1939, reading of 100.8. The levell- 
ing-off point when the ceiling was 
established was 15 per cent., and 
it was actually lower than that last 
mid-winter, but now inflationary 
pressures of great power are being 
reflected in the index. The aver- 
age cost of food, for instance, has 
risen 27 per cent. since the war 
started, with a two-point rise re- 
corded in June this year.

blasted and set fire to the 
Rhineland industrial city of 
Duesseldorf with 150 two- 
ton bombs, hundreds of thou- 
sands of incendiaries and a 
great weight of other bombs 
of all sizes for 50 minutes 
last night in “probably the 
most concentrated attack the 
bomber command. has_ yet 
made,” the air ministry an- 
nounced today. 


At least two Canadian squad- 
rons participated in the raid. 
Other Canadians took part as 
members of R.A.F, squadrons, 
flying Lancasters loaded with 
Britain's devastating 4,000-pound 
bombs, 

Observers studying the Air Min- 
istry’s report on the attack cone 
cluded that at least half the city 
had been damaged by fires or ex- 
plosives, 

Reconnaissance planes returning 
to the devastated German city to- 
day confirmed that many fires 
still were burning at 1 am., said 
ihe ministry's news service bulletin 
on the gigantic assault. 


“CEASELESS RAIN” 

The number of planes involved 
was not disclosed, but that it was 
tremendous was indicated by the 
announcement that "a great num- 
ber of Lancasters (four-motored 
bombers) as well as a great force 
of all other types of heavy and 
medium bombers” participated. 

They hurled bombs on the tar 
get city “in a ceaseless rain,” said 
the ministry’s account, 

Thirty-one planes failed to re- 
turn from this 47th assault on the 
objective more than 300 miles 
from the nearest points in Bri- 
tain, 

“Very good weather, bright 
moonlight and easy recognition of 
the target made possible such a 
rapid attack and consequent sat- 
uration of defences,” the bulletin 
stated. 


DEFENDERS CONFUSED 
“Though Duesseldorf is an ar~ 
senal of great importance to the 
enemy's armed forces, and there- 
fore has all the defences that one 
would expect, the guns and searche 
lights were confused by the mo- 
mentum of the bombing, 
“Duesseldorf lay quiet as the 
first of the bombers came over. 
“On so clear a night the flash 
of the heaviest bombs was aston- 
Iishingly brilliant, but even more 
dramatic was the sudden answer 
of the defences. 
“Hundreds of searchlights came 
on at once and the sky was filled 
with bursting shells. 


SMOKE AT 4,000 FEET 

“To overcome such opposition i 
was necesary that bombs should fall 
in a ceaseless rain. They did. 

“Fires sprang up quickly as 
bombs were dropped, and above 
them were columns of smoke up 
to 4,000 feet.” 

One pilot said: “The fires 
seemed to be in command, 
Spreading outwards from the 
main targets, flames ate their 
way into most parts of the town.” 
Official circles said the bombers 
shot down four German fighters 
which sought to beat them off from 
Duesseldorf. 

One Hampden R.C.A.F. bomber 
squadron commanded by Wing

with a Nazi night fighter and elaim- 
ed a “probable” in the belief the 
enemy craft was destroyed.

Nazi commanders displayed their usual tactical brilliance in the 
campaign, utilizing a “slice-off’ technic that everywhere forecd fh er- 
shal Timoshenko to withdraw to save his armies from threatened 
encirclement. 

Before the offensive, the Orel-Taganrog front stretched roughly in 
a southerly direction. The Don river makes a wide eastward bend be- 
fore swinging west toward Rostov. It was closest to the German pre- 
offensive line in the north. 

The offensive sterted in the north, from the rezion of Kursk. The 
Nazis concentrated a terrific weight of metal and hordes of men for 
the push east. 


With the Russians nyassed to meet the thrust, another push from 
the Kharkov aréa was set in motion, Tine Russians inside the salient 
between the two drives were foreed to withdraw, and the Germans 
advanced to the gates of Voronezh. 

Nazi assault forces again massed to the south, this time from the 
neighborhood of Kupyansk.

Now Imposed 
On Truckers 


OTTAWA, Aug. 1.—(CP)—In @ 
move to conserve available truck+ 
ing equipment, the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board ruled 
today that no private truck or 
trailer may operate more than 
35 miles from its registered ad- 
dress without a special permit 
after Nov. 1. 

After Aug. 1, Services Adminis- 
trator James Stewart said, every 
vehicle affected by the order must 
have “attached, or painted on both 
sides of the body,” letters and fig- 
ures of not less than one inch in 
height indicating the name of the 
owner and the registered address 
of the machine 

Summing up the provisions of the 
order and its exemptions, Services 
Administritor James Stewart said: 


GENERAL BASIS 

“Generally speaking, permits to 
operate beyond the 85-mile limit 
will not be issued whjre it appears 
that there are public fransportation 
facilities available wich are cap- 
able of handling the Rovement and 
the private vehicle pwner is un- 
able to satisfy us tht capacity or 
near-capacity load wll be carried 
both ways.”

said Mr. Hanson. 

“We are still playing politics 
with the people's money ... We 
are still trying to bribe the peo- 
ple of Saskatchewan with the tax- 
Payers’ money... . 


“The announcement of that sup- 
plementary estimate at this time 
undoubtedly is to influence the de- 
cision of the electors of Saskatche- 
wan at the approaching elections.” 

Mr. Ilsley, who was endeavoring 
to get his new income tax amend- 
ments bill through the house, said 
Mr. Hanson had made a statement 
“to which I take sharp exception.” 
He added that there was no found- 
ation for it 

“I take exception to that state- 
ment not because I am particularly 
anxious to put the government on 
a pedestal. ... 


CREATE BAD FEELING 


“But if the people of the coun- 
try took that remark seriously—if 
the people on whom we are load- 
ing heavy burdens of taxes read 
in the newspapers that the leader 
of the opposition says we are 
spending $20,000,000 to influence 
the result in a Saskatchewan pro- 
vincial election, a very bad feeling 
would be created.

Every Plant Should Be Employed 


Sma Ce ae 


Iron and ste@l are the main raw ma- 
terials used in the making of war equip- 
ment. They enter into the construction of 
fighting machinery of all kinds, for land, 
sea and air. So keen is the demand for 
these materials that civilian goods indus- 
tries have been put on strict rations, and 
scrap iron and steel is being gathered up 
all over the Dominion and turned to ac- 
count. : 

There are great quantities of this 
scrap metal in Alberta. It is being col- 
lected and shipped out of the province to 
be worked up in plants located in other 
provinces, most of them in eastern Canada. 
The traffic is an added tax on the heav- 
ily congested railways, and the freight 
bills represent waste when rifles or other 
munitions made out of Alberta scrap in 
eastern factories are shipped back to 
western Canada for training or defence 
works. 

There are machine shops and_iron- 
workers in every large centre in Alberta, 
where and by whom it must be possible 
that some kinds of equipment, or parts for 
some types, could be turned out. These 
shops and men are Said to be idle part of 
the time, 

In Calgary there is a rolling mill whose 
capacity could be doubled by the addition 
of another open hearth furnace, where 
this scrap iron and steel could be treated 
and put in shape for use in the machine 
shops of the province. 

These Alberta plants should be put 
into war production, to the limit of their 
capacity and of the supply of material 
available in the scrap metal that is being 
collected and sent elsewhere for such pur- 
poses. To not make use of them is to ne- 
glect an opportunity to utilize ready exist- 
ing facilities, at the expense of having to 
enlarge factories somewhere else to do the 
work these could do. 

Nowhere in Canada should there be 
idle or partly idle machine shops or other 
productive establishments which can turn 
out war supplies to advantage. The sup- 
plies are needed; and by using the exist- 
ing plants the shifting of population can 
be minimized and congestion avoided. 


Those War Profits 


The C.C.F. leader told the party con- 
vention at Toronto that the private profit 
system is to blame because there has not 
been ample equipment of all kinds pro- 
duced with which to arm our fighting 
forces. “You cannot,” he said, ‘operate a 
modern war on the basis of the contract 
private profit system.” 

This of course is theorizing. There 
is no way to submit it to the acid test 
of demonstrated fact. It is an assumption 
based on the supposition that politicians 
could direct industry more capably than 
men who have spent their lives learning 
how. As a theory it is comparable to the 
reciprocal idea that businessmen could 
run a country better than politicians who 
have spent their lives studying the art of 
government. 

There are, however, a few facts bear- 
ing directly on Mr. Coldwell’s theory 
which are deserving of note. One is that 
Canada, starting from scratch, has made 
a more remarkable development of muni- 
tions-production than any other country 
on earth. 

Another is that Japan, which is cer- 
tainly not under a Socialist system, seems 
to be having no trouble getting all the 
equipment it requires. 

For a third, it is not disputed that the 
United States under a contract profit 
system can and will outdo National 
Socialist Germany and Fascist Italy in 
producing munitions, though Germany is 
starving the inhabitants of the occupied 
countries to man its factories. 

For a fourth, profits from war indus- 
try in Canada exist now mainly in the im- 
aginations of gentlemen with political 
axes to grind. When corporation -taxes 
have been paid and excess profits taxes 
have been paid the amount remaining in 
the treasury is small. 

And when this residue of net profit 1s 
divided up in dividends to stock-holders, 
to whom does it go? Some of it goes to 
wealthy men—who proceed to hand along 
the bulk of it to the Dominion treasury in 
the payment of personal income taxes. 

The balance goes to people of moderate 
means, to widows who have invested their 
insurance money in industrial stocks, to 
orphans whose guardians have similarly 
invested their inheritances, to old people 
who have nothing to live on but the 
dividends they get. These are the people 
Mr. Coldwell says he would deprive of 
their livelihood by abolishing the profits 
from which they derive their incomes 

Vhese are facts, not inferences, nor 
arguments. They are realities and cannot 
be brushed aside. They have to be taken 
into account in measuring the value of 
Mr. Coldwell’s theory and the results 
which would follow if the profit system 
were abolished. 


Volunteer Harvesting

of the harvesting and threshing opera- 
tions. : 

This is not a matter of concern to the 
farmers only. It has direct bearing on the 
business conditions which will prevail next 
winter, and on the strength of the econ- 
omic resources which support the nation’s 
war effort. 

Because prices are relatively low, it is 
exceptionally important to the farmer 
and the community and the country that 
the crop be harvested on time and the 
grain marketed in the best possible condi- 
tion. The higher the wheat grades, the 
more wheat money the farmer will have to 
spend for the things the town man makes 
and sells. 


There are enough male civilians in 
western cities and towns to make up any 
probable shortage of harvest help on 
farms within a_ considerable radius of 
those centres at least. Provided, the civi- 
lians are willing to spend their holidays 
and off-days stooking 
Sheaves. And provided also that steps 
are taken in advance to organize this labor 
reserve and arrange transportation. 


It may be that town men would not re- 
spond to such a call in numbers sufficient 
to count for much, though that does not 
appear probable. The possibilities are at 
least worth canvassing. The idea that 
soldiers should interrupt their training to 
help with the harvest while non-soldiers 
loaf on their weekly idle afternoons and 
holidays looks very much out of keeping 
with the present circumstances. 


If it were found that civilians would 
not exert themselves to this moderate ex- 
tent in order to save a crop in wartime, 
would it not serve us right if we should 
have to go on short rations next winter? 
People in enemy countries do not stand on 
ceremony, or civil rights, or customs, or 
preferences, when they have a chance to 
do a turn that will help them to destroy 
us. Have we a right to expect to escape 
destruction if we are less willing to lend 
a hand when there is a vitally important 
job to be done?

1892 — 50 Years Ago 


North West Assembly will meet tomorrow for 
the dispatch of business and no doubt the License 
Ordinance passed at the last session will come in 
for a large amount of attention. Although a major- 
ity of the assembly declared in favor of a license 
system and in favor of the license law now in 
force, it is a fact that this law is not by any means 
satisfactory and efforts will doubtless be made to 
amend it in many particulars. The point of divi- 
sion will be as to whether the license shall be for 
revenue or restriction, there being almost as much 
room for differences on these points as formerly 
existed on the question of license or prohibition. 


Complete returns show that in the late Mani- 
toba elections the government won 25 seats, the 
opposition 14 and 1 Independent member was 
elected,

the C.B.C. since the war began it | 


was obvious that something was 
wrong with that important institu- 
tion, but the report of the ratio 
committee of the House of Com- 


mons published at the end of last | 


week must have come as a rude 
shock to the general public. What 
it revealed was that this vitai organ 
in Canada’s life had been drifting 
in a leaderless state literally for 
years. Its management had gone 
to pieces. The general manager, 
upon whose competence and in- 
tegrity the whole organization de- 
pended had been, over a pericd of 
years, found wanting in one re- 
spect after another. 

The committee's report poinis 
out that this became apparent to 
the board of governors, but the 
board, instead of dealing with the 
situation as boldly and ruthlessly 
as a bad situation demanded, pre- 
ferred to shear him gradually of 
authority and deposit it in a series 
of makeshift arrangements none of 
which appeared to work very well. 
The result, naturally and inevit- 
ably, was chaos, and it is this chaos 
that an energetic and competent 
committee of the House of Com- 
mons has diagnosed and dissected 
and for which it now offers reme- 
dies, 

Many of these remedies were 
available to the board of governors 
of the C.B.C. a long time ago, for 
the report prepared by the Jate Mr. 
Alan Plaunt laid the finger of truth 
upon the diseases which even three 
years ago were afflicting the cor- 
poration. Mr. Plaunt, the ablest 
governor the C.B.C, ever had, is 
dead, but his report has been 
grudgingly implemented and the 
1942 radio committee's activities, 
honestly conducted in a non-parti- 
san spirit, have provided the final 


justification of his judgment, and | 
will remain a tribute to the mem- | 
ory of that great Canadian.

The main remommendation of 
the committee is that Mr. Glad- 
stone Murray should be replaced 
as manager.

the final trial at arms. The United 
States, friendly as it was to the 
Allied cause, did nothing effective 
on short wave until it entered the 
war. Canada’s voice, which might 
well have been effective in more 
than one of the crises of 1940 and 
|1941, was silent. Why? Because of 
failure to use powerful short wave 
radio across the oceans and con- 
tinents. 

This failure was one of the Gov- 
ernment, not directly of the C.B.C.,

Hull Finds Problem In Post-War Japan 


By WILFRID FLEISCHER 


In his radio talk recently, Amer- 
ican Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull made repeated references to 
“Hitler and the Japanese war 
lords.” It is significant that he did 
not bracket Emperor Hirohito with 
Hitler, nor did Mr, Hull name 
any of the Japanese war lords. 

There is more than meets the 
eye in this carefully chosen phrase- 
ology which is a matter of policy 
that stems not only from the back- 
ground of our way with Japan but 
looks particularly into the post-war 
future. It derives not only from 
an examination of the events of the 
past 10 years, during which the 
Japanese Army usurped the func- 
tions of Government, but it en- 
visaged the basis of an eventual 
peace, 


The main fact that stands out is 


that Mr. Hull did not denovnce|! 


Emperor Hirohito. He placed the 
blame for the events of the past 10 
years in the Far East since Japan 
went on the war path in Man- 
churia on the “Japanese war 
lords” who, together with Hitler 
had conceived a so-called “new 
order,” which Mr. Hull declared 
was an order as old as slavery 
and which “revived the worst 
practices of the darkest ages in 


history.” 
Militarists 


In this appraisal of the situa- 
tion, as it developed in Japan, 
Mr. Hull was quite right. As far 
as is known, Emperor Hirohito 
had little to do with the spread 
of Japan’s conquests in Asia. He 
became a tool of the militarists 
who usurped the power of the 
throne and have wielded it in 
his name, much as the Shoguns 
did in the feudal days. He him- 
self is supposed to have been op- 
posed to much of what has gone 
on. He was said to be against 
Japan's withdrawal from the 
League of Nations, against her 
abrogation of the 
Naval treaty, and against Japan's 
entry into war with the United 
States, but in each case he 
yielded to the military. 

It is not possible in Japan to 
know much of the Emperor's 
mind. That is mostly hearsay — 
what is known in Tokio as “Pal- 
ace gossip’—but it has frequent- 
ly a basis of fact. The Emperor's 
only direct contact with the 
western world was when, as 
Crown Prince, he visited England, 
France, Belgium, Holland and 
Italy after the Great War in 
which Japan was one of the Al- 
lied nations. The main object of 
the trip was his visit to England 
when he was encouraged to emu- 
late the behavior of British Roy- 
alty, and there is reason to be- 
lieve that he liked the English 
ways and that he preserved a 
pleasant memory of that event- 
ful episode in his life—the only 


time an Emperor of Japan has|

Almost any paint brush can be 
reconditioned with a non-inflam- 
mable brush cleaner that makes 
the most crusty old brush look 
and act like new. 

The reason: this cleaner pene- 
trates right down to the heel of the 
brush, removing all the hard-to- 
reach pigment which, clinging to 
the heel, forces the bristles apart 
and reduces the workability of the 
brush. 

There is no set rule about how 
long it will take for the brush 
cleaner to remove effectively all 
traces of the old paint. New brush- 
66 sometimes require only a half- 
hour in the brush bath, while hard, 
rigid brushes may have to soak for 
hours. Let the brushes remain in 
the cleaner until the paint comes 
off readily. 


COMB OUT PAINT 


When the paint softens sufficient- 
ly take an old fork and comb out 
the loose gummy paint. Then wash 
the brush with warm water until 
it runs clear. Separate the bristles 
as you run the water through, so 
that it will penetrate down to the 
heel, removing all the dissolved 
paint. Squeeze out excess water 
and then wrap the brush in paper 
to dry. 

This cleaner can be used success 
fully on any brush, whether it 
held paint, varnish, shellac, casein, 
calcimine, coal tar or asphalt. It is 
economical to use because the 
brush can be put directly into the 
can of cleaner, and it can be re- 
used simply by straining.

e Strength of the Hill 
Psalm 95:4 
HE Psalmist’s delight in “the strength of the hilis” 
reminds us of Robert Burns who sang “My Heart's 
in the Highlands” and who paid tribute to the Scot- 
tish mountains as “the birthplace of valor, the 
country of worth.” There is strength in the hills 
for those who dwell among them, for those who visit them 
for relaxation, and even for those who cannot leave the 
plains but who lift longing eyes to distant mountains—in- 
deed, “the strength of the hills” is for all who love them. 

The hills are symbols of the pageantry of nature, re- 
vealing the heart and mind of God. The morning splendor 
of multi-colored Pyramid Mountain and the stately spire 
of Mount Edith Cavell in evening make known the beauty, 
the love and the majesty of His ways. 

The hills are fortresses of friendship. In their midst 
human souls are knit in true understanding and comrade- 
ship not often known “where cross the crowded ways of 
lite.’ The Christ of the Andes, a monument representing 
peace between two South American Republics, is symbolic * 
of the friendship all nations may know when they say, “Let 
us go to the mountain of the Lord; He will teach us of His 
ways, and we will walk in His paths.” 

The hills are the heralds of hope, and from them come 
the heroes of faith. Men of the hills are men of faith, and 
therefore of hope. Said George H. Morrison, “Our modern 
pessimism is not the child of the country. There is no 
glory of highland heather in it; no music of the burn or 
any lilt of the birds. It is in the city that men speak of the 
tragedy of life.” The hills are “the birthplace of valor.” 

The hills are measures of value. Their test is not size 
but quality. They judge not ‘by cost but by worth. Theirs 
is the wealth not of gold but of character. The hills are 
“the country of worth,” 

The hills are steeples of worship. On the hillsides of 
Galilee the Master talked so intimately of God that people 
came to know God as Father. His Sermon on the Mount 
is the best expression we know of the truth that brings a 
dignity to the human soul, and of the spirit that makes for 
finer human relationships.

Saint Anthony was credited with 
many miraculous cures of those

|scourge of erysipelas which swept 
over France in 1089, From this, 
the disease won its popular name of 
“Saint Anthony's Fire,” but it is 
now called erysipelas 

This is an inflammation of the 
skin which causes a very striking 
shininess. The skin is inflamed, 
red, feels hot when touched, seems 
tight and there is a swollen area 
which is raised above the rest of 
the skin. 

Erysipelas usually begins oh the 
face, but may come elsewhere on 
the body, and the inflammation of 
the skin with the red patch is ac- 
companied by a definite toxemia 
and a high fever. The redness 
shows on the first day and by the 
second day, it will have spread, 
when the rest of the face may be 
so swollen that it is hard to rec- 
ognize the features. 

While this is a germ disease, the 
underlying cause is a _ systemic 
toxemia and those whose resist- 
ance is normal will not be bothered 
by the germ. It is occasionally 
known to follow an operation, fre- 
quently accompanies Bright's Dis- 
ease and the weaknesses due to age, 
Most cases come in spring and the 
disease is known all over the world. 

An average attack will last about 
ten days and is self-limited, that 
is, the patient will usually recover 
even if nothing is done. However, 
those who have one attack usually 
have others, as many as twenty of 
them appearing, unless the patient 
is willing to remove the basic cause; 
then he will be safe from subse- 
quent attacks. 

The true cause of this disease 
is a condition of chranic poison- 
ing. To cure the erysipelas, it is 
necessary to treat deeper than the 
skin and to eliminate the under- 
lying toxic condition of the body. 
The fever also indicates a bodily 
toxemia and the purpose of the 
fever is to assist in burning up 
these poisonous wastes. 

The right treatment is very sim- 
ple and will lessen the time of the 
attack and keep the patient from 
feeling so weak after the fever has 
left. The first thing is to stop all 
food. Give plenty of water to drink. 
Keep the patient on ejther an 
orange juice of plain water fast, 
giving the orange juice once every 
two hours. If the strict fast is kept 
up with daily enemas, the fever will 
go down within three or four days. 
Keep the affected parts clean and 
the itching and burning can be 
soothed somewhat by the appli- 
cation of wet cloths wrung out of 
cold water. This remedy is still 
good, having stood the test of time 
since Hippocrates, “The father of 
medicine,” first recommended it.

New ‘Recce’ Unit 
Leaves Calgary

After having completed their in- 
itial training at Sarcee Camp, the 
31st Alberta Reconnaissance Bat- 
talion CA (A) left Calgary at 
an early hour Friday for a West- 
ern Canada training centre, where 
the unit will undergo advanced 
reconnaissance training. 

There are mainy Edmonton offi- 
cers and men serving in this unit 
which was formed from the 19th 
Alberta Dragoons of this city and 
the 15th Light Horse of Calgary, 

The battalion, which is com- 
manded by Lt.-Col. C. F. Smith 
of Montreal, left Sarcee camp short- 
ly, after dawn. The troops.entrain- 
ed at the C.P.R. siding near Mewata 
Park and they were on their way 
west before the majority of citizens 
had even thought of getting out of 
bed. 

An advance party of two officers 
and 70 other ranks preceded the 
unit by about 24 hours. 

Mobilized late in May, the unit 
left Calgary at about full strength. 
Non-commissioned officers of the 
unit were given a special course be- 
fore general mobiliaztion orders 
were issued with the result that 
when recruits .began to pour in, 
they were soon under the care of 
competent instructors. 

Second in command of the bat- 
talion is Major H. H. Riley, M.M., 
who until the outbreak of war in 
September, 1939, was officer com- 
manding the Calgary Highlanders 
(non-permanent militia.) 

Lt.-Col. Smith served overseas in

On 
May 29 Edmonton felt 5 degrees of 
frost when the temperature regis- 
tered 27 above.

Truck Owners 
Say New Order 


Ends Business 


Trucking firms definitely will 
have to go out of business if the 
provincial order to cut the pay 
load on all trucks on all Alberta 
highways by 50 per cent. is made 
effective, Percy Marsden, of the 
Marsden-Kooler Transport Com- 
pany, stated Saturday. 

Mr. Marsden stated that under 
the provincial order, trucks in his 
firm will have to “sit tight” and that 
“we will not be able to move at 
all.” 

The order calls for a reduction of 
5O per cent on the pay load. Ob- 
viously companies are not working 
on a margin large enough to meet 
that drastic reduction and keep 
going, he stated. 


EFFECT OF ORDER 

“Once the order is put into effect 
truckers will have to reduce their 
pay load by 50 per cent. This means 
that a pay load formerly weighing 
20,000 will now have to be cut to 
10,000, while the maximum load will 
be reduced only from about 30,000 
to 20,000. It is obvious from this 
that we would be forced to haul 
only half the load at far more than 
half the cost. previously encount- 
ered,” he explained. 

“We cannot move our trucks 
under that arrangement, and it is 
certain that no others could make a 
go of it,” Mr. Marsden stated. 

He stated that together with other 
truck operators, he was taking im- 
mediate steps of protest. They had 
already interviewed J. Gordon Wil- 
son, regional director of transport- 
ation for the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board. 


MUCH CONCERNED 
Mr. Fallow’s announcement re- 


sulted in widespread comment in| 


trucking circles generally. 
But the minister said he wasn’t 


concerned about that, and he is not! 


worrying about the effect. 

Asked if he would “stick by his 
guns,” when the protests start to

| DON’T DICTATE 

The mother who says, “I think 
my three-year-old ought to mind 
me” is unmindful of the stage of 
development of the three-year- 
old. When she adds, “I have used 
every kind of punishment, re- 
moval of toys, forcible sitting in 


chair, being put to bed, spanking, 
and all in vain,” she is saying 
only that mothers do learn by 
experience, if they will let experi- 
ence teach them. If they keep 
right on they get more and more 
defiance. Those are not the paths 
which lead to a reasonable sub- 
mission to the mother’s authority. 

Let the mother listen to her 
own dictates. Are they neces- 
Sary ones or those springing from 
her own irritation at the moment? 
One can “Don't do that,” all day 
long to an inquisitive three-year- 
old, 


| If the suggestions are wise then 
look the child in the eye and voice 
the suggestion clearly. If the child 
remains unheedful after a reason- 
able period, then carry through the 
suggestion as given 

Children learn that clocks dic- 
tate bedtimes and mealtimes; that 
they cannot play outdoors when 
it is time to come in; that perish- 
able home-furnishings have to be 
left alone; that the belongings of 
others must be respected; that 
sticks and stones do break bones. 
They !earn all this by beirrg told 
and by being prevented from doing 


what the parent has said cannot 
be done 

Because forcible prevention is 
easy, it is the mother who must 


refrain from the temptation to add 
increasingly to her sum of demands, 
because she finds she can carry 
them through. Let her assume that 
if the child must mind some of the 
time, at other times she must do 
as she please: If a child must 
please the mother, there are situa- 
tions in which the mother must 
please the child. This makes for a 
balanced life of part liberty, part 
control and reasonable co-oneration 
from both mother and child

All About 
Elephants 


Do you know that full-grown ele- 
phant’s meals for one day often 
consist of one hundred and fifty 
pounds of hay, thirty-five heads 
of lettuce, fifty pounds of corn- 
stalks or green vegetables, and 
fifteen loaves of bread? However, 
carrots and bran are their favorite 
foods. They have to learn to like 
peanuts! 

Do you know that elephants in 
captivity often have minor foot op- 
erations? Shuffling around in 
small quarters tends to make the 
elastio substance on the soles of 
their feet wear off unevenly. To 
ease the pain that this condition 
causes, an animal surgeon cuts 
away the excess substance. 


TUSKS , 

Do you know that an elephant’s 
tusks are really his incisor teeth 
which continue to grow through- 
out the elephant’s lifetime? The 
largest tusks of which there is any 
record are eleven feet five and 
one-half inches long and weigh two 
hundred and ninety-two pounds. 

Do you know that elephants poss- 
captivity retain much of their 
jungle instinct? For example, a 
herd of elephants will not go to 
sleep all at one time.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.— 
(AP)—A spokesman for the 
United States navy estimat- 
ed yesterday that the Japan- 
ese have thrown a_ force of 
possibly 10,000 men into the 
western Aleutian islands, of

and half are either manning 
or living on warships and 
transports in the area. 

The spokesman, who declined 
to he quoted by name, made the 
estimate of enemy strength on 
the North Pacific edge of Ameri- 
can territory in connection with 
a statement that aerial recon- 
naissance had failed to show any 
Japanese activity in the Pribilof 
Islands, the world’s richest seal-

The extensive use of gliders to 
transport Canada’s future para- 
chute troops and other airborne 
infantry is now under definite 
consideration by army and air 
force authorities, it has been 
learned from official sources, 


Over a year ago Nazi parachut- 
ists descended in clouds to smother 
the defenders of Crete, jumping 
from huge gliders pulled by trans- 
port planes. As a result the United 
States has adopted the use of 
gliders in training its paratroops. | 
Now Canada seems likely to follow 
suit. 

The attention being given in Ot- 
tawa to the use of glider planes 
results from the decision to train | 
a battalion of paratroops, as en- 
nounced in parliament last Mon- 
day by Defence Minister J. L. Ral- 
ston, the Canadian instructors, he 
said, would be trained in the United | 
States. Informants at the defence 
department now say that American 
paratroop methods will form the 
basis of Canadian training. In the 
United States the army's paratroops 
are part of the air-borne command 
of the army ground forces, and 
Qider squadrons are integral units 
of this force. 


NEED SIX WEEKS 


According to the experience of | 
United States training, it was ex- 
plained, a Royal Canadian Air 
Force pilot coudl be trained as a 
glider pilot in six weeks. 

Canada’s army and air force com- 
mands have conferred to consider 
preliminary plans for the training 
of paratroops in Canada, and the 
possibility of employing gliders, it 
was learned. However, plans as to 
how and when paratroop training 
will begin in Canada have not yet 


In mid-August a small group of 
Canadian soldiers will leave Can- 
ada for Fort Benning, Ga. There 
they will be put through the rigid 
training given United States para- 
troopers and, if present plans 
materialize, they will return to 
Canada to act as instructors for 
Canadian parachute soldiers. 

If the United States plan is fol- 
lowed closely, recruits will be ex- 
perienced soldiers between 18 and | 
32 years of age, strong, supple, and 
of high intelligence. They must 
weigh no more than 185 pounds, 
nor be taller than six feet. 

After six weeks of preliminary 
training they will be jumping out 
pe a AE ce a Se eat hos 
260 pounds. This weight is to be 
reduced to 14,840 pounds. 

Deducting the weight of the truck 
which would be approximately 8,- 
000 pounds, the maximum pay load 
would then weigh 6,840 pounds, or 
less than three and one-half tons.
